ITALY RATIFIES PARIS PACTS

Final Approval Comes in 139-to-82 Senate’

WASHINGTON, March 1] (AP) 


ROME, March 11 (AP)—Italy 
tonight ratified the Paris accords 
for West German rearmament 
within the framework of the 
Western European Union. 

The final Italian action was a 
Senate vote of 139 to 82. 

The lower house approved the 
treaties Dec. 23. When Presi- 
dent Luigi Einaudi signs the 
pacts, Italy will become the 
eighth nation to ratify. Seven 
more must complete the action. 

The nations that have com- 
pleted parliamentary action on 
the pacts are: Britain, Canada, 
Greece, Iceland, ly, Norway, 
Portugal and Turkey.

The school tax proposition was 
expected to attract to the polls 
many voters who might not oth- 
erwise participate in a municipal 
primary, and thus help to in- 
crease the turnout at the polls.

aldermanic president between 
Donald Gunn, 46-year-old attor- 
ney and former United States 
Internal Revenue Collector here, 
and Alderman A. J. Cervantes, 
34-year-old insurance agency 
and taxicab company owner. 
Both claimed victory. 

Gunn is supported for the 
nomination by Mayor Raymond 
R. Tucker and has the backing 
of Democratic organizations in 
21 of the 28 wards. His sup- 
porters said they expect him to 
win by 10,000 to 12,000 votes. 


Claim by Cervantes. 


Cervantes, who has been 
alderman of the Fifteenth Ward 
for six years, contended he will 
win by several thousand votes. 
Reporting he has had campaign 
organizations working for him in 
about 20 wards, he was count- 
ing on building up a heavy vote 
in the odd-numbered wards, 
which have no aldermanic con- 
tests, to offset Gunn’s expected 
advantage in the even-numbered

SERVICE ON ALL 6 
STREETCAR LINES 


Cut Affects Weekend 
Runs and Schedules 
After 10 P.M. Daily— 
66 Trips Dropped. 


A reduction in service on the 
city’s six streetcar lines, under 
which riders will have to wait 
up to five minutes longer for 
cars at certain hours, was put 
into effect today by the Public 
Service Co. A total of 66 fewer 
trips be made as a result 
of the reduction. 

The new schedules, described 
by a company spokesman as “‘rou- 
tine adjustments,” applicable 
on weekends and after 10 p.m. 
daily, were ‘made -public after 
inquiry by the Post-Dispatch. 
Daytime service will remain 
unchanged, but the evening re- 
visions were decided on because 
of a drop in the number of cus- 
tomers, the spokesman said. The 
lessened service will mean 12 
fewer daily “runs” or work days 
for streetcar operators. 


There will be no layoffs, how- 
ever, and the 12 men affected 
by the service reduction go to 
the “extra board,” which means 
they will work when regular 
operators are ill or arrive late. 

Of the 66 trips included in 
today’s announcement, 17 are 
in the late evening weekdays, 
15 on Saturdays and 34 on Sun- 
days. , 

There will be four fewer 
trips weekdays on the Univer- 
sity-Delmar and Broadway lines, 
three fewer on the Grand and 
two fewer on the Hodiamont, 
Wellston and Jefferson lines. 

On Sundays the University- 
Delmar line will have 12 fewer 
trips, Grand nine fewer ,Wells- 
ton eight, Hodiamont and Broad- 
way two each and Jefferson one. 
On Saturdays, trips on Universi- 
ty-Delmar will be cut by five, 
Grand by three,- Hodiamont, 
Wellston and Broadway by two 
each and Jefferson by one. 


The reduction in number of 
trips owas accomplished by 
lengthening scheduled time in- 
terval between cars. These 
range from an increase of a few 
seconds up to an increase of five 
minutes on the Broadway and 
Hodiamont lines between 11:30 
p.m. and midnight weekdays.

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DUST AND DRIZZLE 
DURING NIGHT GIVE 
AUTOS ‘MUD BATH’ 


Automobiles parked overnight 
on St. Louis streets presented 
a speckled appearance this morn- 
ing—the result of light rain 
mixed with dust. 

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren said the chief ingredient of 
the “mud bath” came from Ok- 
lahoma and Texas, where winds 
swept the dry prairies. He pre- 
dicted more dust for St. Louis 
tonight. 

Some persons feared the dust 
on their cars was a residue from 
Monday’s atomic test blast in 
Nevada. Wahlgren hastened to 
assure them it was not. The 
huge mildly radioactive cloud 
which floated eastward after the 
explosion blew out over the At- 
lantic today. 

Dust storms whipped by winds 
up to 70 an hour whirled 
across the plains states yester- 


day. The storms were the worst 


so far this year. In Colorado 
officials estimated half the 
state’s 3,000,000 acres of winter 
wheat has been ripped out.

NEW YORK, March 11 (AP)—

ACID FROM UNRIPE GRAPES 
TRIED AS COLD DETERRENT 


LONDON, March 11 (AP) — 
The Air Ministry disclosed today 
a substance made from unripe 
grapes has been turned into a 
non-secret weapon for the Royal 
Air Force. The flyers use the 
stuff—glycolic acid—to repel the 
common cold. | 

The ministry said its doctors 
issued handkerchiefs treated 
with the acid to 256 men at a 
training station. Untreated hand- 
kerchiefs were handed out to 
256 men in another squadron. 

In the four-week experiment, 
only 14 men with the treated 
handkerchiefs caught colds. 
Without it, 34. developed the 
sniffles. 

There’s just one hitch. The 
glycolic acid (it also is found in 
the leaves of the Virginia creep- 
er) causes the handkerchiefs to

Jury Out 22 Hours in 
Trial of Chief Deputy 
for Murder of A. L.'

BIRMINGHAM, March 11 (AP) 
—Albert Fuller, former chief 
deputy sheriff, was convicted to- 
day of murdering anti-vice cru- 
sader A. L. Patterson and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 

The verdict was returned 22 


hours and 11 minutes after the 
12-man jury received the case. 

Fuller received the verdict 
with no display of emotion. He 
was more serious, sowever, than 
he had been a few minutes ear- 
lier when he smilingly greeted 
reporters and told them, “I feel 
okay—right now.” 

His: wife,, Avon, jumped slight- 
ly from her seat nearby when 
she heard the verdict but made 
no outcry. 

Fuller and his wife were led 
into Judge J. Russel McElroy’s 
chambers immediately afterward 
by Chief Deputy Sheriff Wilton 
Hogan.

(AP) — President Eisenhower 
went to Walter Reed Army Hos- 
pital yesterday and had the first 
in a new series of treatments 
for bursitis in his right shoul- 
der. | 

Press Secretary James C. 


Hagerty said the physical ther- 
apy treatment was a form of ex- 
ercise, and added that the Presi- 
dent plans to have several more 
treatments. 

Mr. Eisenhower went to Wal- 
ter Reed Monday for a heat 
treatment when the bursitis be- 
gan to bother him. He has been 
bothered by it intermittently for 
several years. 

Bursitis is an inflammation of 
the bursa, a fluid-filled sac 
around a joint, and can be quite 
painful. It may develop from 
an injury, from calcium deposits 
in the joint or from other causes. 


Physical therapy of the exer- 
cise type commonly includes 
forced movement of the joint 
to prevent it from stiffening. 


Hagerty said Mr. Eisenhower's 
personal physician, Maj. Gen. 
Howard M. Snyder, has advised 
the President that golf is a 
type of exercise that will help 
clear up the bursitis.

NEW CRACK WIDENS 
ON AMERICAN SIDE 
OF NIAGARA FALLS 


NIAGARA FALLS, N.Y., 
March 11 (AP)—Engineers are 
watching a widening crevice ex- 
tending about 20 feet back from 
the crestline of the American 
side of Niagara Falls, and think 
it threatens a new rockfall. 

The Niagara frontier state 
parks commission said last night 
that the crack was an old one 
that had been observed before, 
but it apparently had been grow- 
ing bigger in the last day or two. 

“Tf a rockfall occurs, it will 
make another definite change in

WASHINGTON, March ll 
(AP)—The first appropriation 
bill of 1955 went to the House

The bill carries $3,282,553,000 
to finance the Treasury and Post 
Office Departments, including 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
for the fiscal year starting next 
July 1. 

This is $77,697,000 less than 
the President requested for the 
agencies. Cuts included $69,- 
117,000 for the Post Office and 
$8,580,000 for the Treasury. Com- 
pared with appropriations for the 
current year, the ‘Post Office 
Department was cut $69,177,000 
and the Tre y Department 
was increased. $5,862,400. 

The House will start debating 
the bill Monday. . It generally 
follows closely the Tecommenda- 
tions of its Appropriations Com- 
| mittee, which wrote the bill. 

Treasury money in the bill 
does not include interést pay- 
ments on the, national debt or 
distribution of Social Security 
funds. 

A report on the bill drafted by

Has Heart Condition. 

It has long- been known that 
Mrs. Eisenhower has a heart 
condition which sometimes lim- 
its her activities. 

Dr. Howard Mc. Snyder, White 
House physician, said today that 
aside from this heart condition, 
and a current mild attack of flu, 
Mrs. Eisenhower's health is bas- 
ically good. 

“There is no illness,” he said. 

Dr. Snyder described Mrs. 
Eisenhower's heart condition as 
a “murmur” and said it may be 
traceable to an attack of rheu- 
matic fever she suffered in 
childhood. Because of her heart, 
Mrs. Eisenhower does not like 
to fly at high altitudes. 

Sometimes, Mrs. Eisenhower 
has suffered from over-fatigue, 
which Dr. Snyder attributes sim- 
ply to her “overdoing” in view 
of her heart. 

Today’s White House health 
bulletin from Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said of Mrs. 
Eisenhower: “Her condition is 
much better today; she is up and 


out of bed for the first time since 
Monday.” 

The President’s cold has “‘com- 
pletely cleared up, but he still 
knows he has bursitis.”

“The travel expense was not 
paid to seek or obtain medical 
advice or services within, at 
least, the narrow and commonly 
understood .meaning of the 
terms,” the court ruled, holding 
that it was an outlay for spir- 
itual purposes. 

Mr. and Mrs.. Ring, who live 
at 86 Aberdeen place, Clayton, 
had claimed as a medical ex- 
pense $2787 in transportation 
costs for Mrs. Ring and their

daughter in 1949. At that time 
the girl was recovering from an 
operation ormed the previ- 
ous year to remove malignant 
parts of a bone in the right leg. 

Mother and daughter visited 
the shrine for four days during 
which Joan attended daily mass, 
took mineral water baths and 
participated in the candlelight 
procession of pilgrims. 

“The malignant tumor Joan 
had in' April 1948 was cured by 
the operation performed on 
May 27, 1948,” the court opin- 
ion held, pointing out that the 
girl did not take the trip to the 
shrine at the suggestion of any 
physician, and did not consult 
any doctor during the visit.

Instead of concentrating their 
efforts in selected districts the 
Communists entered candidates 
all over the state. 

The statistics caused consider- 
able soul-searching among In- 
dian politicians on all sides. 

The Communists—and virtual- 
ly everyone else—had expected 
the Reds to win the election. 
The mass of the state’s poverty- 
stricken peasants seemed dry 
tinder for the spark of Red 
propaganda. 

The Communists had scored 
first in the area by spearheading 
the 1953 campaign which re- 
sulted in creation of Andhra out 
of Madras state on linguistic 
grounds.

“If the control of wound heal- 
ing could be achieved,” he said,

dous implications for surgery of 
the future, and would change 
the economics of length of hos- 
pital stay.” 

Some Transplants Possible. 

Dr. Beattie noted that certain 
tissues, such as corneas from 
eye banks, bone and blood ves- 
sels, can be transplanted with 
good results. In contrast, he 
said, attempts to transplant or- 
gans may succeed for a few 
weeks, but all ultimately fail. 

“When this problem is solved,” 
he said, “surgery will enter a 
new era of major reconstruc- 
tion; for regardless of prolonga- 
tion of life expectancy, eventual- 
ly some organ will wear out.” 

Dr. Beattie said gratifying re- 
sults had been obtained in sur- 
gical treatment for partial clo- 
sure of a major heart valve. On 
the other hand, he said, treat- 
ment of the same valve, when it 
is too loose, has been very un- 
successful. 

Disease Diagnosis. 

The Chicago surgeon dis- 
cussed techniques for measuring 
heart pressures in an effort to 
ascertain, without surgery, 


whether a valve was too tight or 
too loose. He said such diagnosis 
is difficult.

NEW YORK, March '111—The 
cause of some of aviation’s most 
mysterious accidents in which

A great many. such accidents 
occurring in the past and vague- 
ly explained as having been due 
to “pilot error” are now known 
definitely to have been caused 
by uncharted disturbances of the 
atmosphere set up by mountain 
barriers throughout the world. 

Investigation carried on in 
the last four years by the Air 
Force research center at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and the Office of 


any mountain range with crests 
higher than 300 feet can _ pro- 
duce vertical air currents com- 
parable to huge, invisible water- 
falls and the rapids of a swiftly- 
flowing river. 

Not ‘all of these Niagaras of 
the skies flow downwards; some 
reverse and move upwards. Oth- 
ers simulate the rotary move- 
ment of a gigantic Ferris wheel. 
Their influence can cause baro- 
metric altimeters to register 
completely inaccurate altitudes 
and give high-speed jet aircraft 
unexpected accelerations strong 
enough to cause structural fail- 
ures.

the subcommittee also recom- 
mended greatly increased fed- 


eral participation in programs to | 


aid dependent children, cure 
mental health problems and 
stimulate state and community 
planning. It asked new laws 
against traffic in obscene litera- 
ture, black market babies and 
narcotics. 

_ The subcommittee chided fhe 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare for “slowness” 


in’ getting its new juvenile de- 
Iinguency division into opera- | 


tion. 
‘The 154-page report said, | 
“The stream of children through 
the nation’s juvenile courts grew 
from 300,000 in 1948 to 435,000 
in 1953,” and only 1 in 3 cases 
reported to the police ever reach 
the courts. 

During the period covered by 
fts study the subcommittee was 
under the chairmanship of Sen- 
ator Hendrickson (Rep.), New 
Jersey, now Ambassador to New 
Zealand. It is now headed by 
Senator Kefauver (‘Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, and has asked the Sen- 
ate for another $150,000 to con- 
tinue its work. . 

‘Calling for “bold, imaginative 
and flexible” measures, the sub- | 
committee laid heaviest emphasis | 
on a program of direct federal | 
aid to the states to help wipe out | 
a shortage of classrooms esti- | 
mated at more than 300,000.

These 
break-throughs have made possible a progress described 
as “fabulous” by one authority not given to exaggeration. 


W rreat: the last year there have been important technological 


As a result, there are now se- 
rious plans for launching an 
artificial earth satellite, if pos- 
sible in two years. The break- 
throughs have also. brought 
nearer the time of the true 
push-button war—when one con-- 
tinent can inflict a hail of nu- 
clear destruction on another. 

Clearly, the whole national fu- 
ture is bound up in our progress 
in the missile art. What follows 
has been screened by competent 
authority to make sure it con- 
tains nothing useful to Soviet 
intelligence. 

Long-range missiles fall con- 
veniently into three categories— 
the jet-powered pilotless air- 
craft, the ram jet, and the inter- 
continental ballistics missile, re- 
spectively known as Snark, Na- 
vaho and Atlas. 

With Snark we have put at 
least a big toe over the thresh- 
hold of the age of the push- 
button war. Snark has inter- 
continental range—5000 miles, 
and Snark exists. The “bird’— 
to use the word of the missile 
men—has flown. The trouble is 
that it is not really a very use- 
ful war bird, although it is an 
impressive technical achieye- 
ment. 

Can Be Shot Down. 

Snark—30-odd feet long, built 


under the speed of sound, which 
is barely lumbering along in the 
missile range. It flies high, over 
50,000 feet, but not too high for 
the best Soviet fighters. A ma- 
chine flying under the speed of 
sound on an undeviating, track- 
able course over hundreds of 
miles of heavily defended enemy 
territory is hardly a sure thing 
to reach the target—even assum- 
ing that it could be guided with 
absolute accuracy. 

For such reasons there is a 
minority view in the Pentagon 
that the attempt to develop 
Snark as a war weapon should 
be abandoned. This view has 
been overruled. But it is clear 
that, even if Snark were fully 
operational and in quantity pro- 
duction—which it is not—the 
main striking job would still 
have to be done by Gen. Curtis 
Lemay’s strategic air command. 

S.A.C.’s job will soon be made 
easier by Rascal, another missile 
name worth remembering. Ras- 
cal is the short-range air-to- 
ground missile which will greatly 
complicate the task of air de- 


fense. 


With Navaho, we will step 


WASHINGTON, 


right over the threshold, into 
the age of the push-button war. 
Navaho is. a ram jet and true 
guided missile—unlike its big 
brother Atlas, it is guided all 
the way to the target, by the 
stars. Also unlike its big broth- 
er, it cannot leave the earth’s 
surrounding envelope of air. It 
flies, or will fly, at 60,000 to 
80,000 feet, and at slightly under 
three times the speed of sound. 


This bird, too, has flown. At 
least, the air frame of Navaho 
has been air-tested. But there is 
a long way between testing an 
air frame and fitting the frame 
with ram jet engines capable of 
pushing both frame and warhead 
from one continent to another. 
Moreover, although there have 
been big break-throughs in the 
guidance problem—the tough- 
est in the missile art—the prob- 
lem of bringing Navaho. roaring 
down precisely on a target half 
a world away has by no means 
been solved. 


Even so, an informed private 
guess is that Navaho could be 
made operational, given a major 
effort, within three years—this 
is not, it should be said, the offi- 
cial scheduling, which would, of 
course, interest Soviet intelli- 
gence. When Navaho is opera- 
tional and in quantity produc- 
tion, we will have taken a huge 
step forward in the missile art. 


-Atles a Decisive Weapon. 

But Navaho will not be the 
final step. Even at three times 
the speed of sound, such a mis- 
sile will give some warning of its 
approach. And a missile which 
travels within the atmosphere on 
an undeviating course can be 
tracked, and it can very prob- 
ably be brought down, if not 
with existing weapons, with 
weapons of the future. 

Moreover, since every pound 
of weight ip the warhead sharp- 
ly reduces the range of a ram 
jet, there is some doubt that 
Navaho will be able to carry a 
bulky hydrogen bomb for the 
distance required. For such rea- 
sons Navaho is not the final, de- 
cisive weapon. 

The decisive weapon is Atlas, 
the. intercontinental ballistics 
missile, simply because there is 
no known defense whatsoever 
against intercontinental ballis- 
tics missiles.

You might be oversimplifying, 
but you woulcn’t be far wrong 
if you said the Army is in the 
“tough” school and the Ajir 
Force in the “soft” school. So 
far, the Navy hasn’t had to 
choose. 

There is now no ovér-all De- 
fense Department policy and 
Pentagoy officials willing to 
discuss the P.O.W. situation 
won’t be quoted by name. 

Study Expected. 

Secretary of Defense Wilson 
is expected to appoint a commis- 
sion of educators and psycholo- 
gists to study the problem and 
try to find the answer. Pend- 
ing such a study, many Penta- 
gon officials say they don’t see 
much hope of a really solid solu- 
tion. Yet, they regard the prob- 
lem as one that must, if possi- 
ble, be solved.

Politically clever the Senate Democrats’ com- 
promise tax plan ‘may be, but there are strong 
reasons why it should be defeated just as 
the House bill should have been defeated. 

The first reason.is that nobody now knows 
whether the economic and budgetary circum- 
stances that will exist next year will justify a 
tax cut next year. The Democrats in effect ad- 
mit that their proposal is unwise at the moment 
by delaying its effect until next January. 

But how do they know that it would be wise 
as of that date? They do not know, of course, 
and neither does anybody else. The only reason 
for adopting a postdated tax cut now is a politi- 
cal reason. je 

Likewise politics provides the only reason 
for linking a cut in individual income taxes with 
revision of last year’s tax benefits to corporations 
‘and stockholdérs. If the Democrats want to re- 
open consideration of these issues, let them 
offer a separate bill and débate it on its merits. 

Actually a majority of Senate Democrats last 
year supported the accelerated depreciation plan 
which it is now proposed to repeal as an offset 
to the personal tax cut. As for the tax credit on 
dividends, this newspaper opposed it at the 
time and we still oppose it, but we do not believe 
it should be repealed as part of an omnibus ex- 
ercise in demagoguery designed to prove that 
somebody in Washington loves the “little fellow” 
with a tender passion. 

Under the Senate Democrats’ plan, as under 
the House bill, a good many “little fellows” 
would be taken off the tax rolls altogether, and 
that is another reason to defeat this measure. 

Progressive tax rates*which give recognition 
to the principle of ability-to pay are and should 
remain the heart of our income tax system, but 
those rates should be applied in such a way that 
some income tax, however small, is paid by vir- 
tually every employed person. 

At present a single person begins paying in- 
come tax at an income of around $13 a week. A 
married person has a tax liability if his income 
is over $29 a week. The head of a family of four 
begins paying taxes at around $50 a week. In 
each case, the tax liability amounts to 1 or 2 
per cent. It amounts to 12 cents a week for the 
unmarried person, 60 cents a week for the mar- 
ried person, and about $1 a week for the head 
of a family of four. 

Are such taxes so onerous that they should be 
eliminated altogéther at the lower income levels? 
We cannot believe so. Perhaps a case can be 
made for adjusting this rate or that, but surely 
the principle that some income tax should be 
collected from most employed persons is sound. 

As a matter of fact, we suspect that most such 
persons would themselves prefer to pay some 
tax, as a recognition of the obligation which they 
and all others owe to a Government whose serv- 
ices range from national:security to many fields 
of social welfare. 

When the time comes to cut individual income 
taxes, they should be cut in such a way as to 
avoid relieving large groups of any liability. 
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To France, Hint. and Promise 

President Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Churchill have again done their best to assure 
ratification of the Western European Union 
treaties. The President accentuated the positive 
when he renewed the promise that American 
troops would be kept on the continent and that 
Washington would regard an attack.on WEU 
just as it would an attack on NATO. , 


Churchill did not eliminate the negative. He . 


used it to warn France that, if the process of 
ratification is not completed, some other nation 
may get her NATO seat—obviously West Ger- 
many. This warning was put into a letter for 
former Premier Mendes-France. Foreign Minister 
Pinay used it Thursday—with all its implications 
still in force—before the French Senate’s For- 
eign Affairs Committee. Pinay himself voted 
against the WEU agreements when Mendes- 
France got them through the Chamber of Depu- 
ties. But now he is not only. supporting the pacts 
but pleading against Senate amendments which 
might stall and snarl the ratification process. 

Surely French politicians must realize by now 
that WEU is not another issue with which they 
can play their old game of now-you-see-it, now- 
you-don’t. Both Britain and the United States 
cast aside traditional policies in agreeing to 
keep troops on the continent. Such major con- 
cessions are not. for trifling. 
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Look Out Below

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Attlee vs. Bevan 

A fortuitously timed touch of illness is keep- 
ing Aneurin Bevan from facing the most severe 
party discipline since this “wild man” of the 
, British Laborites was expelled from the party 
in 1939. Former Prime Minister Attlee and his 
“shadow cabinet” are asking Labor members of 
the House of Commons to “deprive him of the 
whip.” This means that Bevan would no longer 
be recognized as a Labor member of parliament. 

A meeting of the 293 Labor M.P.s is being de- 
layed because indisposition is preventing Mr. 
Bevan’s attendance.. That ‘they should support 
the outspoken Welshman rather than Mr. Attlee 
when the matter comes to a vote is hardly con- 
ceivable. If the decision is against Bevan, it will 
be reported to Labor’s National Executive Com- 
mittee, and he will be just about where he was 
in 1939 when he was expelled for urging a com- 
mon front, including the Communists, to oust 
the Neville Chamberlain government. 

The immediate cause of Bevan’s new trouble is 
that he opposed a Labor-sponsored motion of 
censure on the Churchill government's defense 
policy, He rose twice on the floor to ask the 
Labor, leaders to say just what their motion 
meant. Attlee and his associates were particu- 
larly annoyed because Bevan had not even both- 
ered to attend the caucus at which the motion 
was drafted. Even so, this seems just “the straw 
that broke the camel’s back.” Bevan has long 
headed a faction in more or less open revolt 
against the party leadership. 

The decision to throw him out at this time is 
especially remarkable since géneral elections 
cannot be very far away. Labor’s prospects had 
been on the rise. There is a widéspread feeling 
now that a Bevan split-off may ruin them, But

as London's Times says, the rebuke at least gives 
the Laborites a chance to appeal to the voters 
as a united party. 
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How Stands the Estes Case? 

What, we wonder, is the Civil Service Com- 
mission going to do with the appeal of Maj. 
Charles T. Estes, who was fired some nine 
months ago by the Eisenhower Administration 
from his St. Louis post in the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service? 

We set forth the essential facts about the long 
and highly appreciated service of this veteran 
Government official in an editorial, “The Firing 
of Maj. Estes,” Feb. 8. Since that time Senator 
Douglas of Illinois has read the basic details into 
the Congressional Record. 

Both Missouri Senators have asked for justice 
for Maj. Estes. In fact it was Senator Hennings 
who first objected when Maj. Estes’s request for 
an oral hearing was denied by the Civil Service 
Commission. Missonri’s senior Senator protested 
the denial and called on the Commission to give 
Maj. Estes the hearing to which he was enfitled. 
He also called on the Senate Postoffice and Civil 
Service Committee te submit a similar request. 

Senator Symington has joined in the request 
for an open. hearing. Other Senators who be- 
lieve that it is time to see that Maj. Estes gets 
fair treatment include Senator George of Geor- 
gia, chaitman of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee and Senator Murray of Montana, chairman 
of the Senate Interior Committee. 

Why, in the light of all this concern, does the 
Civil Service Commission not schedule an open 
hearing, call in Maj. Estes’s critics or accusers, 
whichever they may be, and get down to the 
bottom of the case? 

The chairman of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion, an appointee of President Eisenhower, is 
Philip Young, a former dean at Columbia Uni- 
versity. It is odd that a scholar from a great 
university would seemingly be so willing to 
throw in with the patronage hounds. 
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First Determine the Need 

Do comic books constitute an evil to children? 
If so, is state or city legislation needed to cope 
with the evil? 

The Circuit Court grand jury, on instructions 
of Judge William K. Koerner, has opened an 
investigation of those questions, and its pro- 
cedure offers a sharp contrast to that of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Last month the Aldermen adopted without a

single dissenting vote a bill setting up a censor-- 


ship board not only for comic books but for 
other publications too. The bill was aimed at 
whatever evils may result from comic books, 
including also “un-American and subversive 
activities.” 

This sweeping legislation was passed without 
public hearings and without any extensive in- 
quiry into the need for it. Fortunately Mayor 
Tucker has announced that he will veto the bill, 
on advice of the City Counselor’s office that it 
is undoubtedly unconstitutional. The Mayor 
wisely urges the Aldermen to meet with repre- 
sentatives of the Counselor’s office to discuss 
the constitutionality of any substitute measure 
that may be considered. 

Before a substitute measure is considered, 
however, would it not also be a good idea for 
the Board of Aldermen to follow the example of 
the grand jury? Should they not try to deter- 
mine whether legislation is needed before they 
pass it? 
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The Climate Has Changed 


Senate members of the Joint Committee on 
Atomic Energy acted wisely when they aban- 
doned a scheme to keep secret their hearings 
on confirmation of John von Neumann as mem- 
ber of the Atomic Energy Commission. 

Apparently it was a close call. One Senator 
alone broke up th@ plan to hold executive 
hearings, spirit Dn Von Neumann away from 
reporters, and recommend confirmation. As 
this Senator rightly said, the secret testimony 
would be much more dangerous if leaked to a 
demagogue than it would be when deliberately 
brought into the open. 

And what was the secret evidence that caused 
the commotion? It comprised certain “deroga- 
tory information” in the FBI file on Dr. Von 
Neumann—unevaluated derogatory information 
which must be similar to some of the material 
in countless FBI files on public figures. In this 
case the Senators did exactly what any Senators 
or any responsible Administration officials 
should do when confronted with such informa- 
tion. They ev&dluated it. ° 

The result of their*act of judgment was, in 
substance, a conclusion that the derogatory in- 
formation in question did not amount to much 
—certainly not enough to warrant suspicion 
of Dr. Von Neumann’s loyalty and reliability. 
Most of it concerned his acquaintance with a 
former student who had figured in the Canadian 
spy trials. This scientist was acquitted of con- 
spiracy to commit espionage against Canada, 
and has since been promoted and honored in 
his own country. Se the Senators decided that 
Dr. Von Neumann had not tainted himself by 


_having known the man. They unanimously rec- 


ommend his confirmation. 
In this and other respects the Senators’ action

- ing defeat to Communist aspirations.

WASHINGTON. 


Spring arrived in Washington; just 
before the Premier of Italy and just 
after Mr. Harvey Matusow, the inventor 
of the stringless yo-yo. 


It came in along the Potomac on a 
soft wind from the Carolinas Tuesday 
afternoon while the members of Con- 
gress were raising their pay, and by this 
morning the willows in Rock Creek 
Park were fringed with pale green. 


The President couldn’t stand it. Out 
he went on the White House lawn to 
hit golf balls Tues- 
day afternoon. Off 
he went to the 
Burning Tree Golf 
Club Wednesday 
afternoon and off 
he went to his 
Gettysburg farm on 
Thursday. 

The Department 
of Agriculture re- 
ports that spring 
occurs elsewhere in 
the United States, 
but it is different 
in Washington. We 
need it more than 
other areas. We 
have more fog and more kinds of fog 
here to blow away. And besides, spring 
has a political significance in the capital. 


Last week, for example, when the 
slush was on Pennsylvania avenue, and 
Sam Rayburn was in a choleric mood 
with frost-stroke, many of us believed— 
in our suspicious wintry way—that the 
Democrats were proposing that $20 tax 
cut for political reasons. 


Now, under the spell of a benevolent 
breeze from the Democratic South, we 
can see that Mr. Rayburn could not 
possibly have had anything in mind but 
the well-being of the poor, the stability 
of the economy, the balancing of the 
budget and the progress of all mankind! 


Similarly the cold war seems less 
ominous in the blithe sunlight. Last 
week Chou En-lai and Khrushchev 
looked nine feet tall, and John Foster 
Dulles had obviously painted himself 
into a corner in the Formosa Strait, but 
it’s better now. 


Khrushchev, worrying about agricul- 
tural shortages, is obviously worse off 
than Eisenhower worrying about sur- 
pluses, and Chou En-lai clearly cannot 
blast the Seventh Fleet out of the For- 
mosa Strait with radio broadcasts. 


Last month, when the President sent 
his do-it-yourself school-building pro- 
gram and his 101-billion-dollar road- 
building program to the Congress, one 
looked forward gloomily to a generation 
of morons driving madly over the finest 
highways in the world. Now, in the sun- 
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shine, the schools and the roads look 
better (but not much!). 

This is not all nonsense. Washington 
is a glodmy hive because it pays so 
much attention to the world that it over- 
looks the universe, and it is only the 
spectacular beauty of the spring that 
startles it temporarily out of its political 
preoccupations, 

New York has its own fierce pre- 
occupations, but they are diverse. Poli- 
tics has to compete with commerce, 
and commerce with industry, and in- 
dustry with the arts, but Washington 
is a one-industry town. 

It focuses night and day on politics 
and the problems of politics, until 
Quemoy becomes bigger than Asia and 
Matsu looks larger than Europe. 


To escape from this squint-eyed view 
of affairs sensible men run away to 
simple places close to nature. John 
Foster Dulles, coming back from the 
palaces of Thailand and Burma, will 
probably be off again soon to his simple 
cabin on a lonely and otherwise unin- 
habited- island in Lake Ontario. 


Dean Acheson, his predecessor, took 
refuge in his garden and wood-working 
shed on his farm at Sandy Spring, Md. 
Secretary of the Treasury George Hum- 
phrey goes off to a farm in Georgia, 
and Mr. Eisenhower is building his 
dream hoyse in Pennsylvania. 

They are not escaping from reality; 
they are seeking it. They are trying to 
get things back into better perspective, 
and nothing helps them more than the 
arrival of spring. 

This is one thing that doesn’t change 
much in the capital from generation to 
generation. Thomas Jefferson celebrat- 
ed it long ago. It revived Walt Whit- 
man’s spirits here after he was fired 
from the Interior Department for hav- 
ing a copy of “Leaves of Grass” on 
his desk. And the resident warriors of 
the cold war were out tramping in Rock 
Creek this week very much as Whitman 
and his friend, John Burroughs, the 
naturalist, tramped in the same park 
almost 100 years ago. 


Eighty-two years later enother natu- 
ralist-bureaucrat, Louis Halle Jr. of the 
State Department, was following in the 
paths of Whitman and Burroughs and 
writing “Spring in Washington”: 

“I have looked in the Washington 
newspapers in season without finding

Roots of Anti-Semitism 


SCAPEGOAT OF REVOLUTION: THE FATE OF 
THE JEWS IN THE POLITICAL UPHEAVALS OF 
THE LAST FIVE CENTURIES, by Judd L. Teller. 
a" Scribner's Sons, New York., 352 pgs., 


“His experience has taught the Jew 
that revolt may end all hope of free- 
dom. .. . Some people have survived 
through revolt. The Jews have survived 
through perseverance.” : 

This sentence from Teller’s book 
seems about to sum up the ideas and 
experiences he is trying to convey 
through his thoughtful and well-docu- 
mented work. 

The first chapters appear rather un- 
convincing. In them the author trie 
to show that the anti-Semitic roots 
the radical movements go back to 
Luther, and that Marx, himself of Jew- 
ish parentage, was one of those self- 
haters so often encountered in Jewish 
history, who take a delight in destroy- 
ing, not only themselves, but the peo- 
ple of their origin. 


While it is quite true that there are 
many anomalies and contradictions in 
the history of the révolutionary move- 
ments, it cannot be said that all of 
them were detrimental to Jewish sur- 
vival. Neither the French revolution 
nor the German liberalism of the 
nineteenth century destroyed the Jews 
as a nation. However, it is true that they 
helped bring about decisive changes in 
their religious life and were éying com- 
a te assimilation as the ultimate solu- 

. + . 

Teller is on more solid ground when 
he shows the terrible fate of the Jews 
under the Communist regime in Russia. 
Starting with Marx, the doctrine of the 
Jewish bourgeois as the enemy of the 
working class was vigorously upheld 
by Lenin and Stalin, with the result 
that millions died and suffered and 
were deprived of their livelihood. 


One of the most senseless hatreds 
of the Communists is that of Zionism, 
which they consider a conspiracy of the 
Jewish capitalists of the world against 
the workers’ paradise. Instead of let- 
ting those Jews go who wanted to start 
a new life in Israel, Russia put them 
in jail or sent them to Siberia for that 
terrible sin of seeking freédom for their 
people. 

The Communist theory is that the 
Jewish question will cease to exist as 
soon as the Jews give up their religion, 
their language, their ways of life, their 
traditions and their hopes. But. history 
does not work that way. Despite sup- 
pression and persecution, Jews feel that 
their historic obligation to their 
message of brotherhood and will to 
all mankind supersedes all other obliga- 


tions, and certainly the whims of dic- 
tators. 


The Nazi episode is not discussed in 
this book, and rightfully so. It was not 
a revolutionary movement in any sense, 
but a mere rebellion of the underworld 
against the divine spirit of history.

Meeting May Be New Start 
for East, He Says on 
Visit Here.

The six-day African-Asian Con- 
ference beginning April 18 at

ASEBALL has its trick 

plays and each spring most 

managers. devote many 
hours to them, although in 
some CasesS a season may pass 
without a chance to use them 
all, And usually, in this age 
of quick communication, radio 
and television and sharp ob- 
servers in the press boxes, a 
play may cease.to be satel 
after it is worked one time. 

Some tricks, however, are 
good from month to month, 
from season to season These 
usually are the ones built on 
sharp timing, such as the 
pick-off play, where the short- 
Stop slips in between the base 
runner and the 4ag. Then, if 
the timing is good, if the 
pitcher gets the sign from 
the catcher and wheels and 
throws Without delay or hesi- 
tation, the base runner who 
has wandered too far off the 
bag is a dead duck, provided 
—and it’s a big IF—the um- 
pire sees it that way. 

Lou Boudreau was a master 
at the pick-off play. He and 
the pitcher could time their 
movements and the throw so 
well that the percentage of 
base runners caught was very 
high. It was Boudreau who 
used the pick-off play in the 
1948 world series and seemed 
to catch the umpire nodding. 

Timing Is the Thing 

In the Pick-Off Play. 

ARTY MARION was a 

master at taking the 

throw on the run and tag- 
ging a too daring base runner 
off second. Billy Southworth 
was a great believer in those 
trick plays. One spring he 
drilled catcher, pitcher and 
third baseman for many hours 
“on a trick play that was used 
just once during the season.

One of Stanky’s Pets. 
TANKY probably is the 
most respected manager in 
baseball in the business of 

trick plays. Players from other 
clubs say that invariably at 
clubhouse meetings before 
games with the Cardinals, 
managers will warn the team 
to be on the watch for this or 
that trick play. But there is 
one that Stanky’s club works, 
against which there seems to 
be no defense. 

It is a play which tricks the 
opposition into trading a run 
for an out, a deal that can be 
costly and not at all desired in 
a close ball game. The play is 
set up when there is not more 
than one out, with runners on 
first and third and a fairly fast 
runner on third. The play is 
worked if the batter flies to 
right field, or right-center. 

The runner on third stays 
on the bag, and as soon as the 
ball is caught in the outfield, 
the runner on first breaks for 
second and keeps running. The 
outfielder then is in trouble. 
If he throws to second base, 
the man on third, who, after 
tagging up, has taken a lead 
toward home, can score easily. 
If the outfielder makes the 
long throw home 4nd stops the 
runner on third, the man who 
broke from first can reach sec- 
ond easily. And so if the de- 
fending club doesn’t choose to 
trade a run for an out, it finds 
that it has permitted a second 
run to get into scoring posi- 
tion. And, of course, if the 
throw to Second is going to 
catch the base runner there, 
he holds up until the precious 
run has crossed the plate.

OURING the northern tier of states during the 
winter months ean be a tricky business. Yet on 
our most recent lecture trip for the Audubon 
Society we had remarkably good luck, along with a 
few adventures.

WHEN WE ARRIVED in Milwaukee, the Auto 
Club advised that the Clipper was running but with 
no hard-and-fast departure time. A check at the dock § 
brought the information that the boat should sail, & 
weather willing, at about 3 a.m. and that we could §& 
get a stateroom aboard. Some well-wisher told us 
helpfully that at this season we could expect to be 
treated as baggage. We were advised to head down 
for the dock at about 2 a.m. to see what was cooking. 
So at about that hour, in a hard snowstorm, we felt 
our way down to the dock in the darkest part of the 
city. There were no lights at the pier and everything 
seemed to be locked up. Certainly there was no sign 
of a boat. The die was cast by this time, however, & 
| for there now wasn’t. time to drive by way of Chicago : 
and no assurance that we'd figd the roads passable. & 
So we went uptown for a cup of coffee and came back | 
at 3 o’clock. Now the pier was lighted and I found 
some stevedores who said the Clipper would be in 
any minute, that we could go aboard when it docked, 
pay our passage to the captain, get our stateroom 
and leave the car out on the pier with the keys in it 
for them to.load. They'd have two hours’ unloading 
to do, of new cars and trucks shipped across from 
Detroit; then the boat would take off immediately for 
Muskegon. The whole thing sounded slightly im- 
probable, including leaving our unlocked car sitting 
out in the stormy night in the darkest part of Mil- 
waukee—and it filled with valuable luggage and movie

Writing It Won Charlotte Montgomery Advertising Award

EING a rebel—in a ladylike 
way, of course—blonde, at- 
tractive Charlotte Montgom- 
ery launched her latter-day; 
highly-successful. writing career 


paying enough attention to what 
the women thought, so she did 
something abont it. 

She wrote a half-dozen para- 
graphs, giving a woman's view- 
point on advertised products, 
marched into the office of a 
weekly advertising magazine, 
and sold them. That was in 
the late '40s, and she has been 
writing a column for the same 
magazine ever since, speaking 
up for the women. 

A little later, she realized that 
even though women have a big 
say-so about the family car and 
drive it almost as much as the 
men, little was being written 
to them about automobiles.

Mrs. Montgomery, whose 
home is in Westfield, N.J., was 
in St. Louis this week in con- 
nection with her two major in- 
terests, advertising and the 
Planned Parenthood Federation. 
Selected in 1954 as the “Ad- 
vertising Woman of the Year,” 
she addressed the Women’s Ad- 
vertising Club at its Thursday 
luncheon.

Loud Noise 
~ Can Cause 
Deafness 


By Glen Shepherd, M.D. 


HORT periods of extremely 

loud noise cause deafness, 
»” usually temporary. Long pe 
riods of loud noise can perma- 
nently damage hearing. 

Modern industry and more 

werful machinery has brought 
oud noises undreamed of before. 
Attention among industrial doc- 
tors and plant designers is be- 
coming directed more and more 
to methods of controlling noise 
and of protecting workers. 

x * * 


SOUND INTENSITY or “vol- 
ume” depends upon pitch or fre- 
quency as well as on power in 
watts. In fact, sound intensity 
increases not just directly with 
frequency but as the square or 
second power of the pitch. This 
means that high-pitched sounds 
can become agingly loud 
more easily than low-pitched 
sounds, This doesn't always hap- 
pen because high-pitched sounds, 
except those from jet engines 
and similar machines, are likely 
to be weaker in amplitude (pow- 
er) than the low-pitched noises. 

Other things influence loss of 
hearing from noise. These in- 
clude duration, individual sus- 
ceptibility and age, other ear 
disease, the room acoustics, and 
distance of the worker from the 
sound source. 

* * * 


ACCORDING to some doctors, 
the greatest intensity of sound 
your ears can stand for a period 
of time without affecting hear- 
ing is about 100 decibels. Sound 
intensity feels painful at from 
120 to 130 decibels, depending 
upon the pitch. 

For comparison of what these 
numbers mean, a drill press pro- 
duces about 80 decibels of loud- 
néss of sound, cofversational 
speech at 10 to 20 feet ranges 
from 30 to 70 decibels, and or- 
chestra music from 25 to 90 
decibels. A p forge creates 
about 130 decibels of sound. (A 
decibel is an engineering unit to 
compare loudness of sounds.) 

How loud the sound is when 
it reaches your ear obviously de-. 
pends on sound-absorbing ma- 
terials in the room, how far you 
are from the noise source, and 
whether you wear ear plugs. 

Ear plugs can cut sound inten- 
sity down by 15 to 45 decibels. 
* * & 


YOU KNOW how important 
room construction is from ex- 
perience in your own home. The 
bathroom, with its hard tiled 
walls and floor is “boomy” or 
echoing. Your voice builds up, 
sounds louder and perhaps bet- 
ter, in such a room. ther 
rooms that are carpeted, draped 
and have upholstered furniture 
are quieter, even though you 
feel that you are putting just as 
much energy in speaking or 
singing. Accoustical or sound- 
absorbing wall and ceiling tiles 
act similarly.

Measuring Gravity Around the Globe 


. Princeton Scientist Took 400 Readings on 4-Month Trip; It's Important for Aiming Rockets

NEW YORK, March, 11.. 

OLICE in New Delhi, India, 
Prere suspicious of the man 

who alighted at the airport 
with an odd looking cylindrical 
object tucked under one arm. 
They thought it might be a 
bomb. 

Customs officials at Madrid, 
Spain, were suspicious, too. They 
thought the little metal cylinder 
might be a new wrinkle in the 
age-old practice of smuggling. 

African natives didn’t know 
what to think when they saw the 
thing being operated at the edge 
of a jungle airstrip. They put it 
down as one more example of 


the white man’s inscrutable 
ways. 
There is no real mystery, 


however, about the object which 
aroused these mingled feelings 
of curiosity and‘ alarm, It’s a 
gravity meter, a compact, amaz- 
ingly accurate scientific instru- 
ment, and it’s being used to 
gather some important new data 
gg the globe on which we 
ve, 

Specifically, the meter is be- 
ing used to measure the exact 
strength of the force which glues 
us all to this spinning earth. The 
project is directed by the Woods 
Hole (Mass.) Oceanographic In- 
stitute, and is spomsored and 
financed by the United States 
Office of Naval Research. 

The Navy is interested for 
reasons which bear on the ap- 
proaching whoosh-boom age of 
rocket flight. If you want to 
shoot a rocket half way around 
the world, and if you want to 
know where that rocket will 
come down, then it follows that 
you must do some pretty close 
calculating on the force which 
pulls it back to earth. That force, 
of course, is gravity. It’s being 
calculated to an accuracy of one 
part in 1,000,000. 

The Navy is interested also 
because slight changes in gravi- 
ty yield important clues to the 
size and shape of ‘earth. By 
measuring these changes and by 
checking results against other 
data, scientists hope to map the 
world more accurately than ever 
before. 

Since 1948, when the project 
began, half a dozen specially 
trained men have taken some 
8000 gravity readings all over 
the globe. The work is done 
by adventure-minded young 
scientists like Dr. William E. 
Bonini, a 28-year-old assistant 
professor at Princeton Univer- 
sity. He’s just back from a 
four-month flying field trip in 
which he criss-crossed 39 coun- 
tries, took 400 gravity measure- 
ments, and averaged nearly 1000 
miles of travel a day. 


* * *® 


R. BONINI used an instru- 
[pment called the Worden grav- 
ity meter. It weighs five 
pounds, costs $9000. In basic 
principle, it’s built around a tiny 
quartz weight attached to a very 
delicate quartz spring. As grav- 
ity tugs at the weight, the spring 
distends to measure the pull. 
Measurements are recorded 
in “gals,” so named in honor 
of Galileo Galilei who discov- 
ered gravity, and are broken 
down into milligals for hairline 
accuracy. Dr. Bonini tells you 
that earth’s average gravity has 
a force of 980 gals. It ranges 
from a low of 978 at Lima, Pe- 
ru, to a presently recorded high 
of 983 at the North Pole. If 
there’s a higher figure, it will 
come from a South Pole reading 
to be taken this year. 
Dr. Bonini adds that changes

in gravity follow a fixed pattern 
of natural law. The pull itself 
originates from a spot that’s 
dead center in this great ball 
we call earth. It is strongest at 
the poles because these flattened 
ends of the ball are nearest to 
the magnetic center. The pull 
gets weaker by one _ milligal 
(that figures to about one-ten- 
thousandth of one per cent) for 
every mile between pole and 
equator. It also gets weaker 
by six milligals for every 100 
feet of increased altitude. That’s 
why Lima — perched among 
equatorial mountains—has the 
world’s weakest gravity. 

The laws of gravity allow map 


makers to double check their 
work. If a chart shows latitude 
and altitude for a given region, 
and if that information fails to 
square with a gravity reading, 
then the chart must be wrong. 
This applies to all of the earth’s 
surface, including those parts 
that are covered by water. Map 
makers‘once found a huge flaw 
or valley in the floor of the Pa- 
cific ocean after gravity read- 
ings proved that it had to be 
there, 

There’s one “amendment” to 
the gravity law. The readings 
will vary slightly, up to 10 milli- 
gals one way or another, accord-

ing to earth’s composition at any 
given point. This information is 
of value to geologists. Oil com- 
panies, for instance, have been 
known to gamble a $100,000 test 
drilling because a gravity read- 
ing flickered by one milligal. 

If the laws of gravity seem a 
little complicated, the technique 
of measuring is simple enough. 
Dr. Bonini began his journey by 
taking a test measurement at the 
Commerce Department's *“grav- 
ity room” in Washington, D.C. 
It is used as a test spot because 
gravity there has a known value 
of exactly 980.1190 gals.

INCE the meter is spring op- 

erated, and since springs get 

weak with constant use, the 
instrument must be retested at 
frequent intervals during the 
trip. Dr. Bonini estimates that 
his meter is thrown off about 
one milligal for every day of 
operation. To correct this error, 
he shuttled back and forth along 
his route, checking one measure- 
ment against another. 
_, On one four-day leg of his 
junket, for instance, he flew 
from London to Paris,’ back to 
London, to Rome, to Frankfurt, 
back to Paris, to Frankfurt again, 
and back again to Rome. Grav- 
ity men refer to these double 
checks as “tying in.” They fig- 
ure that they have just about

tied down a reading if they can 
“tie it in” three times in a week. 

Dr. Bonini double checks also 
by using two meters. He can set 
them up, take his reading, and 
be off again in 10 minutes. He 
covers a lot of territory that 
way, but he seldom gets to see 
much except the airports where 
he stops. 

His journey took him as far 
north as Tromso, Norway, and 
as far south as Johannesburg, 
South Africa, and what with one 
thing and another, he wound up 
in freezing weather once while 


wearing a light summer suit. The

Dr. Bonini’s expedition was 
his second such trip in the inter- 
ests of the gravity project. He 
made a similar tour three years 
ago, and that, too, had its mem- 
orable moments. The one he'll 
remember longest was a near 
dunking in the Pacific ocean. 

He was hitchhiking by mill- 
tary aircraft, to save expenses, 
and they touched down on an 
island base so small that both 
ends of the airstrip hung out 
over the sea. Landing there is a 
tight squeeze at best, and it be- 
came a good deal tighter when 
the airplane blew a tire. When 
the brakes finally took hold, 
ee had just 20 feet of runway 
eft. 

Dr. Bonini will stay put at 
Princeton for about nine months 
now, working at his university 
post and compiling his findings 
in his spare time.. His report, 
when finished, will be one of 
the last in the project. Gravity 
men need only 50 more read- 
ings—including that all-import- 
ant one at the South Pole—be- 
fore they can wrap up their end 
of the job. 

They'll wrap it up, that is, as 
far as they’re able to do so at 
the present time. In one big 
area of the world—the part that 
lies behind the Iron Curtain— 
they'll have to rely on such in- 
formation as old records reveal. 

One enterprising gravity man 
did try to take measurements in 
Communist Poland a few years 

ago. Reluctantly, though, he de- 
cided that the extra information 
wasn’t quite worth the risk. 
The Reds were willing enough 
to let the mgn in. But they

But that wasn't 
the worst. North-South could 
have earned 1440 points by 
reaching six no-trump, which 
could have been made without 
great difficulty, and so the 
swing against them amounted te 
almost 2500 points. 

The early bidding by North 
and South was all right, but a 
deteriorating process. started 
with South’s five-club cue-bid. 
It would have made much more 
sense for South to bid four 
no-trump, because at this point 
his greatest interest was (or 
should have been) in his part- 
ner’s kings. After getting the 
formal ace-showing response to 
the first Blackwood bid, five no- 
trump would get the information 
about kings. 

Aside from this point, how- 
ever, the truly ghastly calls in 
the entire sequence were con- 
tributed by West and then by 
South. West’s double of six dia- 
monds was inexcusable in that it 
warned the enemy against the
